‘While this was the original intention of the act, it has some- 
where gone astray and the more important aspect of the scheme 
now is a good project of housing for our returned men. 

While we do not intend to point out the advantages or dis- 
advantages of either scheme, whether a vet goes in for ‘small 
farm operations or whether he has his job in town and wishes
